HARRISBURG. Ang. 25— (IN S !— 
leg isla tio n aimed at decentralizing 
P ennsylvania’s public health pro­ 
gram takes effect today. 
The “ public health package” of 
nine bills signed by Gov. John S. 
Fine also establishes a m erit sys­ 
tem 
for technical 
public 
health 
w orkers. 
“ In m aking these m easures law 
we are taking one of the m ost im-1 
po rtan t steps necessary for P en n ­ 
sylvania to regain the influence it 
once had upon the nation's puhlic 
health a few decades ago.” he said. 
T he new law m akes it optional 
for counties and m unicipalities to 
set up their own health d e p a rt­ 
m ents, said Fine, thus providing 
better attention for local health 
conditions. 
T he 
d o v e rn o r 
em phasized 
the 
bills call for no large increases in 
State expenditures and provide for 
consolidation of various bureaus. 
T he 
State 
will 
contribute 
no 
m ore than 75 re n ts per capita to 
p ro gram s which m ust be initiated 
by groups em bracing a t least 50,000 
persons. A decision w hether to set 
up a program may be made either 
by the county com m issioners or by 
a referendum . Unofficial estim ates 
have placed the local contribution 
a t about 50 cents per capita. 
“T his m eans better health for in­ 
dividuals and it m eans hiring of 
public health technical and pro­ 
fessional people according to their 
qualifications,” Fine said.

a trip in an overloaded street car 
during rush hour on summer’s hot­ 
test day. 
The passengers' breath will hang 
motionless before them. 
A warm 
cloud 
will envelop their bodies, 
blocking heat emanation and mak­ 
ing breathing difficult. The slight­ 
est perspiration might fill the cabin 
with fog. 
There will be no air 
currents because there will be no 
“heavier” and “lighter” air. 
The authors of “Space Medicine," 
a hook published by the University 
of Illinois, believe the problem can 
be solved along lines similar to the 
air conditioning of submarines. 
But pure. filtered oxygen may he 
Umi g«Mid for us. Dr. Buettner says, 
aud even a mixture of filtered oxy­ 
gen, 
carbon

sands of billions of miles away 
come radio waves.
